Response to Arguments

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Re claims 1, and 10, Shake disclosed, 

An optical pulse addition device for demultiplexing/multiplexing a plurality of time- 
division multiplexed optical signals in terms of time without converting the optical signals 
into a plurality of electrical signals, comprising: a chirp unit generating a frequency chirp 
in an inputted optical signal composed of a plurality of optical pulses and extending a 
spectrum of the optical pulse (13 of Figure 1); a transmission unit transmitting a part of 
the extended spectrum through a band around a prescribed wavelength (12 of Figure 
1 ); and an addition unit adding an optical pulse corresponding to the transmitted band to 
a time-division multiplexed optical signal with the prescribed wavelength (14 of Figure 
1).
